Same-sex 
marriage 

should be

President Barack Obama: declared 
his support for gay marriage for the 
first time yesterday, and the reactions 
have been as varied as they have been 
abundant at Cal State Long Beach. 

“I’ve just concluded that for me 
personally, it is important for me to 
go ahead and affirm that I think same- 
sex couples should be able to get mar- 
ried,” Obama said on ABC’s Good 
Morning America. 


The famed student-cheering group 
will no longer occupy section 111, 
which is right at center court across 
from the team benches but will be rel- 
egated to sections 106, 107 and 108. 

Senior Associate Athletic Director 
Bill Brady said the move was to make 
room for more students who want to at- 
tend basketball games.

“This was a decision that we in- 
vested a significant amount of research 
and discussed with numerous entities 
that could be potentially impacted by 
a possible adjustment in seating,” he 
said. “In the end, in an effort to better 
accommodate our students due to the 
increase in student attendance during 
the past four seasons [the move was 
decided on].” 

According to Brady, the move will 
provide. more than 400 additional stu- 
dent seats and better access to the’seats 
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President Obama sits with ABC anchor Robin Roberts. Obama an- 
nounced his support of same-sex marriage to Roberts Wednesday. 


While the political ramifications 
remain unclear at this point, Obama’s 
endorsement has been called a “gift” 
to the Romney campaign, but also a 
great step for the Lesbian Gay Bisex- 
ual Transgender community. 

“T think Obama’s public support 
for same-sex marriage is tremendous, 
since many LGBT supporters were 
worried about his wavering support of 
gay rights in his past term,” said via 


email James Suazo, openly gay presi- 
dent of the College of Liberal Arts 
Student Council. “This helps send a 
larger message internationally that 
America is slowly becoming more ac- 
cepting of the LGBT rights.” 

“It’s awesome,” illustration major 
Joyce Tsang said. “It’s awesome that a 


president stood up and said something ’

Athletic Director Vic Cegles was 
unavailable for comment, according 
to Assistant Athletic Director Todd 
Miles.

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Asian studies master’s 
admissions suspended, 
7 acceptances rescinded

Cal State Long Beach has suspend- 
ed fall admission to the university’s 
Asian studies master’s program. 

Vice Provost Cecile Lindsay sent 
emails to seven students who had al- 
ready been accepted to the program, 
telling them their admission was be- 
ing rescinded. The email also said 
they could apply to another master’s 
program or be refunded their applica- 
tion fee. 

Dean of the College of Liberal Arts 
Gerry Riposa said the university is 
only suspending admission, but not 
the program. 

“The students who are currently in 


the program will continue with their 
courses, theses and exams, and con- 
tinue moving toward graduation,” Ri- 
posa said. 

According to John Tsuchinda, the 
department chair of Asian and Asian 
American studies, the Asian studies 
program will have about 17 continu- 
ing students next semester. 

“Tt is a big decision in. anyone’s 
career and life to apply for a gradu- 
ate program and be admitted, and the 
university sends this letter abruptly 
saying ‘we have to save money and so 
we have to rescind your admission,” 
Tsuchida said. “I think it can be very 
unfair for the students to get such 
short notice.” 

Risposa said he does not see this as 
permanent or a step towards perma- 
nent discontinuance.

Renovations are currently underway 
in the University Student Union to ex- 
pand Sbarro, the Italian fast-food res- 
taurant, into the open space next door, 
allowing access from inside the build- 
ing, 

In approximately two weeks, stu- 
dents will be able to enter Sbarro from 
inside the USU instead of the primary 
entrance through South Plaza. 

“The goal is to have more access for 
the students,” Shon Nikman, employee 
at Sbarro, said. 

The renovations will provide stu- 
dents with more indoor seating, which 
may allow for more open seats during 
peak hours or cold days when students 
prefer to stay indoors. 


“The USU has been looking for a 
way to renovate the area for quite some 
time, and the owner of Sbarro was in- 
terested in expanding sitting space, so 
it all came together,” Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. Communications Coordina- 
tor Christina Esparza said. 

The connection between the spaces 
is almost finished, and the walls have 
been placed, according to Nikman. 

Workers are currently in the process 
of painting the walls, which will match 


. the current Sbarro décor. 


The extension, formerly YoGo! Cre- 
ations, is approximately 600 square 
feet, USU Director Dave Edwards said. 
The location has been empty for about 
one year. 

“This minor renovation in the USU 
will provide additional space for stu- 
dents to grab a quick bite to eat, lounge 
comfortably and enjoy some time with 
friends,” Edwards said. 

Students are responding positively to 
the changes in the USU. 

“Tt’ll be nice to have more places to 


sit inside, because sometimes it’s hard 


to find an empty spot, especially when 
it rains,’ Tracy Fong, a senior nutri- 
tion and dietetics major, said. “I come

She has had six internships that were 
all unpaid. 

Although she was unable to receive 
any school credit, it greatly boosted her 


resume. 

“Paying to work for free sounds 
kind of like an oxymoron,” Reyes said. 
“That’s nice that they’re offering that as 
an option for summer session. I’m sure 
it’s a good opportunity to be able to 
gain credit as well, but I just don’t have 
the money or time in me to do that.” 

Reyes is graduating this semester 
and is still looking for open positions. 
She has applied to several companies 
they all are still asking for more hands- 
on experience. 

“It really is a bittersweet time for 
me,” Reyes said. “I’m really excited to 
be graduating, but it’s also something 


that really scares me because I feel like 
I still have a lot more I need to learn 
from the real world.” 

Internships are becoming more 
essential to a student’s career, but some 
students argue they would not pay for 
course credit to work for free. 

“There are ways of gaining the 
experience without having to pay,”

- Advancement of Colored People in 


Long Beach, in which students had to 


create a project that would encourage 
youth participation in the political 
process. 

Johnson thought the festival would 
be an opportunity to bring central focus 
to a lot of films important for the larger 
community to see. , 

Each CSULB student or alumni 
volunteer takes on a different task in 
putting together the film festival in 
order to host a forum where people can 
communicate with each other on issues 
of public concern. 

“It really does take a lot of 
involvement, and different people are 
involved at varying levels, all the way 
from people involved in the day-to-day 
operations to people who just mention 
our film festival and plan on attending 
it,” Johnson said. 


Students are learning necessary skills 
on practical levels for running an event, 
such as event planning, addressing the 
audience and interacting with different 
community organizations, according to 
Johnson. 

“T have learned more from being one 
of the directors than I ever imagined, 
because I am surely developing a 
sharp eye for detail and I am learning 
how to better promote the event,” said 
Dana-Jean Smith, graduate student and 
executive editor for the film festival 
since 2009. 

“Most of all, the film festival reminds 
me to be conscious of voices that are 
not highly or favorably recognized in 
society and are suppressed,” Smith 
said. “Beyond just acknowledging 
voices, I keep in mind that some sort of 


action needs to take place.” 

Nathan Wensko, senior 
communication studies major who is 
participating in the festival for the first 
time, said it’s a challenge to work the 
festival and manage a heavy workload, 
but it is definitely an exciting and 
groundbreaking experience. 

“T think it takes you away from being 
just a number and starts to create you 
as an academic student,” Wensko said. 
“J mean, it really takes you away from 
your student ID number to being your 
name.” 

The film festival is from 10 a.m. to 
10 p.m. and will show nine different 
movies. 

Admission is free, but 
donations are accepted online at 
hopeandfreedomfilmfestival.org.

about it.” 
Obama. had previously only ex- 


pressed support for civil unions. He - 


called his thought process on the mat- 
ter an “evolution” and said that it comes 
down to “the Golden Rule — treat oth- 
ers the way you want to be treated.” 

His new stance puts him clearly against 
Republican front-runner Mitt Romney 
and only fuels the fire for his critics. 

“T just feel like [gay-marriage] is 
something that’s being forced upon our 
society, and we’re forced to accept it,” 
junior social work major Aaron Koster- 
lytzky said. “I’m not against homosex- 
uality — I have plenty of friends that 
are homosexual. It’s just, like, if it’s 


your private life, keep it that way.” - 

Whether or not the President’s sup- 
port results in more legislation in favor 
of the LGBT community remains to be 
seen. He still believes it is an issue that 
needs to be decided at the state level. 

“T’m hoping that with the president be- 
ing very vocal ... will create some sort of 
current inside Congress,” Gay-Straight 
Alliance member Samantha Young said. 

’ Suazo voiced a similar opinion, stat- 
ing that he felt “more confident in see- 
ing him do more progressive work dur- 
ing another presidential term.” 

The effects of Obama’s announce- 
ment will surely be felt in the upcom- 
ing election. 

“I’ve always been against Obama,” 
Kosterlytzky said. “I knew [Obama’s 
endorsement] was coming eventually.” 
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“We have asked the department to 
take a good look at their graduate cur- 
riculum and to do some modification 
and some tightening within the cur- 
riculum,” Riposa said. “If they do so, 
there’s a good possibility that this will 
be a nine-month suspension.” 

The officers from the Asian Stud- 
ies Graduate Society (ASGS) wrote a 
letter addressed to President F. King 
Alexander, Provost Donald Para, Lind- 
say, Riposa and associate Dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts Mark Wiley to 


express their concerns with the suspen- 


sion. 
In the letter, the students ask the 
administration to confirm what Ri- 


posa said about currently enrolled 
students being able to complete their 
degrees in the program. They also 
want to be assured that students will 
be admitted in the master’s program 
for the fall 2013 semester and to re- 
ceive assurance that the suspension is 
only temporary. 

“All we’re doing is we’re asking 
President Alexander, Provost Para and 
Vice Provost Lindsay to give us a guar- 
antee in writing that these promises 
by the Dean [Riposa] will be followed 
through on, and if they’re not going 
to do that then we’re worried because 
Provost Para set out a number of proce- 
dures that would happen when they ap- 
plied the budget cuts,” Teresa Zimmer- 
man-Liu, ASGS treasurer, said. “And 
they didn’t apply those procedures in 


this case.” 

Riposa is resigning July 1, so ASGS 
wrote the administration to confirm 
that his claims were true. 

In the letter, ASGS also said that the 
Asian ethnicity is often stereotyped 
as a “model minority” that might be 
perceived as an easy target to bear the 
brunt of unpleasant budget cuts. The 
letter also said that the suspension was 
undertaken with extreme disrespect to 
the professors and students in the de- 
partment. 

“Y’m not disputing the university’s 
decision to scale down any programs 
or eliminate any programs, due to ex- 
traordinary fiscal exigency, but I think 
the university has an obligation to ex- 
plain why certain actions are being 
taken,” Tsuchida said. 
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In less than a month, we will vote 
in the California primary. One of the 
issues up for debate is whether or not 
to impose a greater tax on tobacco. 
Proposi- 
tion 29 
will raise 
the to- 
bacco tax by $1. If voters approve the 
tax, the money would be:used to fund 
research for heart disease and emphy- 
sema. Those against the tax argue that 
the new tax will be too high and that — 
there is no way to ensure all the money 
will go towards research. Increasing 
the tax by $1 will definitely make a 
dent in the wallets of regular smokers, 
but the proposition should still pass. 

If voters approve Prop. 29 next 
month, the tobacco tax will rise from 
89 cents to $1.89 for a pack. Pack-a- 
day smokers-will definitely feel the 
sting from the increase. Gas prices 
are already astronomical. How many 
people can afford to shell out an 
extra dollar every day to satiate their 
tobacco addiction? : 

One of the arguments against the 
proposition is that the increase will cut 
into tobacco profits because smokers 
will not be willing to pay the extra 
cash. Is that really a bad thing? To- 
bacco companies are hugely profitable. 

Maybe the tax will encourage some 
smokers to quit. Admittedly, that is 
probably a lot easier said than done. 
Anti-smoking campaigns may not be 
persuasive enough to make a smoker 
quit, but taking extra money out of 
their pockets will certainly make an 
impression. 

You can’t quit an addiction at the 
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drop of a hat, but maybe raising the tax will trigger someone’s deci- 
_ sion to quit. . Sree 

Even with the increase, California’s tobacco tax would still be 
lower than most states’. New York’s current tobacco tax is $4.35 per 
pack. If we’re going to complain about paying an extra dollar, we 
should keep it in perspective. If the proposition passes, we will still 
be paying a lot less than other states. 

Prop 29 supporters say the tax will raise $800 million annu- 
ally. Of that money, roughly $735 million would go toward cancer 


research. Tobacco companies insist the number is too high and 
that not all of the money would go toward cancer research. Raising 
money for cancer research, no mater how much high or low the 
amount, is still a good thing. 

Tobacco is not a necessary good. Smokers make up a small 
percentage of the population, so raising the tax would not adversely 
affect everyone. Taxing smokers may seem like just another case 
of people giving smokers the shaft. Earlier this semester, UC 
campuses imposed an on-campus smoking ban that many students 


thought was unfair. But the ban benefitted non-smokers which 
made the ban justifiable. 

There are some good arguments against the proposition, but 
some good things will come out of it. The increase may be too 
much for some people, but the California tax will still be much 
lower than most states. If having to pay extra money causes some 
smokers to quit, it will’be worth it. The benefits outweigh the draw- 
backs when it comes to raising the tax, so Californians should not 
be afraid to approve it. 


Voting against gay marriage strips couples of their rights 


The latest viral sensation isn’t another cat or 
baby video. “It Could Happen To You” tells the 
story of a tragic event in the lives of a homo- 
sexual couple. 

Shane Bitney Crone tells the story of his part- 
ner Tom Bridegroom’s death. Bridegroom came

homosexuality and shut Crone out from Bride- 
groom’s funeral and any legal matters.

Student artist creates 
sculptures from 

his personal book 
collection.

An urge to grab Benjamin Tippin’s 
castings of books, pry them open and 
soak in their stories is wiped away once 
a closer look reveals that they are stone 
replications of what they once were. 

Tippin, a sculpture major at Cal 
State Long Beach, sacrifices his per- 
sonal book collection for the sake of art 
by submerging them into silicone and 
casting new versions of novels, rob- 
bing them of their original intent. He 
focused his final project around the idea 
of the meme, or the transferring of cul- 
tural content. to new mediums. 

Tippin’s exhibition, entitled “Ex Li- 
bris,” currently on display in the Dutzi 
Gallery, consists of castings of various 
objects including vinyl records, skulls and 
encyclopedias that used to sit in his own 
collection. He used hydro-stone, a mixture 
of plaster and cement, for each casting. 

“A lot of books were destroyed,” he 
said. “It’s kind of a release process. I’1l 
probably end up buying new copies.” 

The sculptures still have remnants of 
the original prints, and hold on to torn

pieces of book covers and ripped cor- 
ners of paper. 

“They were all transferred,” Tippin 
said. “The mold grips [the book] and 
resists the creation of the mold.” 

The idea of translating information 
from one medium to another drove Tip- 
pin to fill the gallery with impressions 
of objects. 

“It’s the translation from book to 
movie, from language to language... 
from page to brain,” he said. “It’s the 
idea of creating images through the 
translation of objects.” 

Walking into the gallery feels like 
entering an old library or bookshop. 
However, the books that line the shelves 
are made of transparent resin or stone. 


The gallery touches on the recent 
translation of analogue products to 
a digital format, which detaches the 
physical object from its original impact. 
According to Tippin, the digital trans- 
lation of information physically distorts 
the novels, records and tapes. 

Tippin was drawn into sculpture 
eight years ago, leading him to declare 
art as his major. He enjoys the freedom 
that comes from working with real ob- 
jects. 

“It’s not just the idea of an object 
in real space,” Tippin said. “All other 
forms of art can be included in sculp- 
ture.” 

Photograms accompany the trans- 
parent resin castings of books. The 
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photograms were made from darkroom. 


exposures of the transparent castings, 
which hold some of the ripped pages of 
his books. 

“I like the fact that he took one 
theme and uses so many mediums,” 
said Kathy Pitchman, Long Beach resi- 
dent. “It is visually, so attractive.” 

When not working on castings, Tip- 
pin writes scholarly essays about ‘the 
theories behind contemporary art. He 
plans to get his masters in art history to 
obtain a broader knowledge of the con- 
temporary art period. 

The exhibition will run until today 
at 5 p.m. Gallery hours are Monday 
through Thursday from noon to 5 p.m. 
and Wednesday from noon to 7 p.m.

LBSU seems to be following in the 
footsteps of blue chip programs like 
Kansas, Syracuse and Ohio State who 
allow their student section to showcase 
larger than life head cut-outs of its play- 
ers or certain celebrities. 

Turner said the Maniacs would have 
that same luxury in the 2012-13 sea- 
son. 

“The main thing is we will have a 
bigger impact on the game, we can have 
a bigger impact on free throws in the 
second half.” 

Associated Students Inc. President 
Lucy Nguyen also disagreed with 
move. 

“Our students are an integral part 
of the whole experience of going to a 
game,” Nguyen said. “We have to make 
sure they’re front and center.” 

The move of the students’ section has 
also forced the move of many season 
ticket holders. Not only do the former 


section 106, 107 and 108 season ticket — 


holders have to choose new.seats, but 
they will also have to pay more for their 
new location. 

The family plan will still cost $225 
per ticket per seat for four people, but 
many of the other sections will cost a 
pretty penny. 

The sidéline and baseline. section, 
which is all bench seating will cost $165 
per seat per game. The upper. sideline 
section will call for $295 per seat per 
game with a mandatory donation of 
$125 per seat. The lower sideline sec- 
tion will also fetch $295 per seat per 
game while requiring a donation of 
$250 per seat. 

Prices for the highly anticipated 
matchup with perennial top-10 program 
North Carolina at the Pyramid will be 
priced at $60 for the south upper end- 
zone section and upper concourse. The 
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The Walter Pyramid will have a seating change next men’s basketball season. The student section will be moved behind the east basket. 


south endzone lower section will be 
priced at $70 per seat per game, while 
the sideline upper chairback section is 
to sell for $100 per seat per game. 

Season ticket holders contacted re- 
garding the news were unwilling to 
speak on the topic citing their ties to the 
Athletic Department. 

The raise in ticket prices seems to 
come at an odd time for LBSU as they 
lose four of their most storied players to 
graduation: Casper Ware, T.J. Robinson, 
Larry Andetson and Eugene Phelps. 

“We appreciate the commitment that 
all former players have had to Long 
Beach State. However, the department 
and Coach Monson are building a pro- 


gram that is bigger than any individ- 
ual,” Brady said. “In regards to ticket 
pricing, we acquired and discussed sig- 
nificant data. In the end, the need to 
increase our resource acquisition was 
clearly apparent.” 

He added: “There were numerous 
pricing options considered, and after 
meeting with both internal and external 
constituents, we decided on the adjust- 
ment in ticket pricing.” 

The ‘Niners will produce a team wor- 


thy to compete for Big West Conference 


supremacy with key returning players 
such as James Ennis and Mike Caffey 
transfers such as 6-foot-9 forward Dan 
Jennings (West Virginia University) 


and possibly Keala King (Arizona State 
University) who will most likely be 
eligible to play in January after leaving 
ASU during winter break. 

According to Miles, King has peti- 
tioned the NCAA to allow him to par- 
ticipate when the season begins. 

Adam Fuller, a senior journalism and 
broadcast major feels that the students 
are getting a raw deal. 

“T think the students are getting a 
bad deal,” he said. “The students make 
the Pyramid what it is.” 

Fuller says the raise in pricing is fair, 
however, and Ware and Co. have turned 
LBSU into a solid NCAA basketball 
program. 


“T have no problem with the raise in 
[ticket prices],” he said. “Casper and 
the other guys laid a foundation and 
now the program has the [potential] to 
get big.” 

Brady said the seating change will 
enhance the game experience for stu- 
dents. 

“{The seating change will} provide 
a better seating experience and ac- 
cess in to the Walter Pyramid for our 
students and with their new location, 
create a consolidated and improved 
student environment,” he said. “This 
will enhance our ability and continue 
to build home court advantage for our 
basketball program.”
